• Extensions of emergency rules beyond their original effective date. 

The OFFICIAL NOTICES section includes (but is not limited to): 
• Notice of intent to solicit outside opinion before promulgating rules. 
• Additional hearings on proposed rules not listed in original proposed rules calendar. 

ALL ADOPTED RULES and ADOPTED AMENDMENTS TO EXISTING RULES published in the State Register and filed with 
the Secretary of State before July 31, 1983 are published in the Minnesota Rules 1983.

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PROPOSED RULES 
Pursuant to Minn. Stat, of 1982, § 14.22, an agency may propose to adopt, amend, suspend or repeal rules without first holding a public 

hearing, as long as the agency determines that the rules will be noncontroversial in nature. The agency must first publish a notice of intent to 
adopt rules without a public hearing, together with the proposed rules, in the State Register. The notice must advise the public: 

1. that they have 30 days in which to submit comment on the proposed rules; 
2. that no public hearing will be held unless 25 or more persons make a written request for a hearing within the 30-day comment period; 
3. of the manner in which persons shall request a hearing on the proposed rules; and 
4. that the rule may be modified if the modifications are supported by the data and views submitted. 
If, during the 30-day comment period, 25 or more persons submit to the agency a written request for a hearing of the proposed rules, the 

agency must proceed under the provisions of § 14.14-14.20, which state that if an agency decides to hold a public hearing, it must publish a 
notice of intent in the State Register. 

Pursuant to Minn. Stat. §* 14.29 and 14.30, agencies may propose emergency rules under certain circumstances. Proposed emergency rules 
are published in the State Register and, for at least 25 days thereafter, interested persons may submit data and views in writing to the 
proposing agency.

Notice is hereby given that the Department of Labor and Industry, Voluntary Apprenticeship Division, proposes to adopt 
the above-captioned amendments to Minn. Rules, Parts 5200.0290-5200.0420, without a public hearing. The Department has 
determined that the proposed adoption of these amendments will be noncontroversial in nature and has elected to follow the 
procedures set forth in Minn. Stat. H 14.21-14.28 (1982) (as amended by Minn. Laws 1984, ch. 640, H 12-15). 

Persons or groups interested in these amendments shall have 30 days to submit comments on the proposed amendments. 
Comments in support of or in opposition to the proposed amendihents are encouraged. Each comment should identify the 
portion of the proposed amendments addressed, the reason for the comment, and any change proposed. The proposed 
amendments may be modified if the modifications are supported by the data and views submitted to the Department and do 
not result in a substantial change in the proposed language. 

A public hearing will be held if 25 or more persons submit written requests for a public hearing on the proposed 
amendments within the 30-day comment period. If a public hearing is required, the Department will proceed according to the 
provisions of Minn. Stat. H 14.131-14.20 (1982) (as amended by Minn. Laws 1984, ch. 640, H 7-11). Any person requesting 
a public hearing should state his or her name and address, and is encouraged to identify the portion of the proposed 
amendments addressed, the reason for the request, and any change proposed.

Authority for the adoption of these amendments is contained in Minn. Stat. § 178.041(1982). A Statement of Need and 
Reasonableness that describes the need for and reasonableness of each provision of the proposed amendments, identifies the 
data and information relied upon to support the proposed amendments and assesses the impact of the proposed amendments 
on small business and on local public bodies has been prepared and is available from the Commissioner upon request at the 
above address. Since participation in voluntary apprenticeship programs is not mandatory, there will only be impact if a 
small business or public body chooses to participate in an approved apprenticeship program. Should an entity choose to 
participate, record-keeping requirements are imposed on the entity. However, the proposed amendments do not 
substantially change the record-keeping requirements imposed by the rules currently in effect. The quantitative and 
qualitative impact of the proposed amendments is thus minimal. 

Upon adoption of the final amendments without a public hearing, all jurisdictional documents, the Statement of Need and 
Reasonableness, all written comments and requests for hearing received, and the final amendments as adopted, will be 
delivered to the Attorney General. The amendments will then be reviewed by the Attorney General as to legality and form as 
it relates to legality, including the isues of substantial change, the agency's authority to adopt the amendments and the 
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existence of a rational basis for the need for and reasonableness of the proposed amendments. Persons who wish to be 
notified of the submission of this material to the Attorney General, inciuding modifications to the amendments as originally 
proposed, or who wish to receive a free copy of the final amendments as adopted, should submit a written request to the 
Commissioner at the above address. 

The text of the proposed amendments follows this notice in the Slate Register. The amendments make the rule conform to 
current procedures used in approving and administering voluntary apprenticeship programs. The amendments are also 
intended to cover reciprocity agreements between states, and safety and training requirements, and to provide for 
compliance with federal equal employment opportunity legislation.

Parts 5200.0290 to 5200.0420 are adopted pursuant to Minnesota Statutes, section 178.041. subdivisions I and 2. Their 
purpose is to provide procedures for the voluntary apprentice program administration.  

5200.0300 PROCEDURE FOR ESTABLISHING PRCGRAMS. 
The procedure for establishing an occupation as apprenticeable shall be approved apprenticeship program is as follows. 

The proposed occupation shall program must be presented to the director of the Division of Voluntary Apprenticeship by the  
program sponsor in duplicate and should must include a detailed job process for the occupation showing including the eta1 
amount ef *me e'f training standards, amount of time to be spent in each individual category of training, percentage of 
journeyman's wage rate to be paid the apprentice, graduated schedule of wage increases, and the journeyman's wage rate for 
the proposed occupation. If the program is approved by the director, a certificate of registration will be issued to the program  
sponsor. Within 90 days of the certificate being issued, the program sponsor must submit to the director of the Division of 
Voluntary Apprenticeship a copy of at least one apprenticeship agreement or the director may revoke the certificate of 
registration.

Subp. 4. Apprenticeship agreement. The apprentice (and if a minor, his or her parent or guardian) shall sign the properly 
filled out apprenticeship agreement, which agreement shall must also be signed by the employer and submitted for approval to 
the approval agency.

C. Requirements for program reciprocity under the Minnesota plan for equal employment opportunity in  
Apprenticeship and Code of Federal Regulations, title 29, part 30, are as follows:  

(1) The sponsoring entity must operate a multistate program and not be in the building construction industry.  

(2) The applicant shall offer evidence that the program meets the requirements of Code of Federal Regulations, title  
29, part 30, in some other state. A certificate of registration is adequate evidence.  

(3) A presentation of a request for reciprocity must be made to the Minnesota apprenticeship advisory council in  
writing for information purposes and for the council's advice on the request.  

(4) The requesting party must offer proof which indicates that all apprentices will receive not less than 50 hours per 
year of safety training under the program being registered in this state.  

5200.0380 COMPLAINTS OF DISCRIMINATION. 
Subpart 1. Right to complain. Any apprentice apprentices  or applicant applicants  for apprenticeship who believe that he 

has they have  been discriminated against on the basis of race, color, religion, national origin, or sex with regard to 
apprenticeship or that the equal opportunity standards in respect to his their selection have not been followed in the operation 
of an apprenticeship program may file a complaint. The complaint shall must be in writing and shall must be signed by the 
complainant.

"Interdisciplinary team" means the case manager, the person with mental retardation, 
the legally responsible person legal representative and the person's advocate, if any, and representatives of all providers 
providing services set forth in the individual service plan meeting together te develop and periodically rcvicw an individual 
habilitation plan under pact 9525.0095 [Emcrgcncy . The ease manager may itwite ether persons te jer the interdisciplinary 
team as the ease manager determines necessary. 

Subp. 19. Least restrictive environment. "Least restrictive environment" means an environment inwhich: 
A. The provider or employees or subcontractors of the provider are available to provide the type, quantity, and

9525.0025 [Emergency] APPLICABILITY AND PURPOSE. 

Parts 9525.0015 to 9525.0145 [Emergency] set forth the responsibilities of the county boards for 
providing case management services to persons with or who might have mental retardation, and governs the planning, 
development, and provision of other services to persons with mental retardation. 

All federal and state money allocated to county boards for case management and other services for persons with or who 
might have mental retardation must be expended in accordance with parts 9525.0015 to 9525.0145 [Emergency]. 

Subp. 2. Purpose. The purpose of parts 9525.0015 to 9525.0145 [Emergency] is to ensure that persons with mental  
retardation receive services that are designed and arranged to meet their assessed individual service needs in the least 
restrictive environment and to ensure that services are developed and provided in a cost-effective manner. Services needed  
should be identified without regard to current market availability.  

County boards are authorized and required to determine the adequacy of services provided in meeting the person's needs  
based on the cost and effectiveness of the services. Only necessary services should be provided or paid for.

Subpart 1. Provision of case management services. The county board shall provide case management services in accordance 

with parts 9525.0015 to 9525.0145 [Emergency] to all persons with or who might have mental retardation who ace rcGident of or 
reside in the county at the time they request or are referred for services and who ace in need of crvicc.

B. A psychiatrist,  licensed psychologist, or licensed consulting psychologist must determine that the person has 
deficits in adaptive behavior. Deficits in adaptive behavior must be determined through the use of scales of adaptive behavior, 
or by a combination of test data, observations, and the use of all available sources of information regarding the person's 
behavior which indicate the effectiveness or degree with which the person meets the norm of personal independence and social 
responsibilities of the person's chronological age group and cultural peer group. 

C. A medical examination must be  conducted by a licensed physician including examination of vision, hearing, seizure 
disorders, and physical disabilities. 

D. A written report7  must be prepared  by a social worker  or a public health nurse  who is experienced in working with 
persons with mental retardation, on any social or, familial, physical,  functional, adaptational, or environmental  factors that 
might have contributed to the person's mental retardation. 

9525.0065 [Emergency] ASSESSMENT OF INDIVIDUAL SERVICE NEEDS. 
Subp. 2. Reassessment. Annually, the case manager, the person with mental retardation, the legally responsible person 

person's legal representative,  and the person's advocate, if any, shall determine which of the areas in subpart I should be 
reassessed.

If a member of the screening team is unable to attend the screening team 
meeting, the written record must state the reasons for the member's absence from the meeting.

C. complete the waivered services screening document on the form provided by the commissioner.  

Subp. S. Consumer choice.  The person with mental retardation who is eligible for home and community-based services  
under parts 9525.1800 to 9525.1930 [Emergency] and the person's legal representative must be allowed to chose between  
the ICF/MR services and the home and community-based services recommended by the screening team and among the  
home and community-based services recommended by the screening team.

0. any technical assistance the county board needs from the department in order to achieve compliance.  

Subp. 2.  Granting a variance. The commissioner shall grant the county board's variance request if the commissioner 

determines that:  

A. the variance request was submitted in accordance with subpart 1;  

B. granting the variance will not endanger the health, safety, and development of the persons with mental  
retardation served by the county board;  

C. the variance request is in compliance with Minnesota statutes and Minnesota rules governing services for 
persons with mental retardation;  

D. the county board has demonstrated in its variance request that the county board will immediately begin to  
implement all provisions in parts 9525.0015 to 9525.0145 [Emergency] and has provided reasonable evidence that it will achieve  
full compliance no later than June 30, 1987;  

E. the county board has provided reasonable evidence that it is not capable of fully complying with parts 9525.0015  
to 9525.0145 [Emergency] at the time of the request and that its inability to comply is not due to failure to exercise its  
discretion;  

F. the county board has provided reasonable evidence that it has a compelling need for a variance; and 

0. the specific steps to be taken by the county under subpart I, item F are measurable and implementation of these  

steps can be monitored by the department.  

Subp. 3.  Notice. The commissioner shall review the county board's variance request in accordance with subpart 2 and notify  
the county board, in writing, within 30 days if the variance request has been granted or denied, If the variance request is  
denied, the notice must state the reasons why the variance request was denied and inform the county board of its right to 
appeal.  

Subp. 4.  Enforcement. Except as provided in subparts I to 3, if the commissioner has reasonable grounds to believe that a 
county board has not complied with or is failing to comply with parts 9525.0015 to 9525.0135 [Emergency], the commissioner 
may issue a written order requiring the county board to comply. The county board shall comply with the order. If the county 
board disagrees with the commissioner's order, the county board may appeal the decision to the commissioner and request 
reconsideration. To be reconsidered, the appeal must be filed in writing with the commissioner within ten working days of the 
date that the commissioner issued the order. The appeal must state the reasons why the county board is appealing the 
commissioner's order and present evidence explaining why the county board disagrees with the commissioner's order. The 
commissioner shall review the evidence presented in the county board's appeal and send written notification to the county 
board of the decision on the appeal. The commissioner's decision on the appeal is final.

b. receive billing data from the Mn/DOT permit fee system and to pass permit account status data back. to the 
permit system. 
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c. incorporation of a cash receipt system which is compatible with Minnesota's Statewide Accounting System as 
an integral part of the accounts receivable system. 

5. Prepare the actual systems specifications for an accounts receivable system which is tailored to meet Mn/DOT's 
needs. 

6. Provide a summary of conclusions and recommendations in addition to the detailed analysis, documentation, and 
specifications required above.

Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law and Order for Judgment Dated November 6, 1984 
The Appellants, during the years at issue herein, were all passive investing partners in S & W Company, a Minnesota 

partnership, organized to engage in the breeding of purebred Black Angus cattle. These appeals have been consolidated for 
decision. 

The above-entitled matter was submitted to the Honorable Earl B. Gustalson, Judge of the Tax Court, for decision upon a 
written Stipulation of Facts and briefs by counsel. 

Howard J. Kauffman of Lindquist & Vennum appeared for appellants. 
Thomas K. Overton, Special Assistant Attorney General, appeared for appellee. 
The Court, upon all of the files and records herein, and being fully advised, now makes the following: 

Findings of Fact 
I. The appellants in these consolidated appeals were, during the years at issue herein, all partners and passive investors in 

S & W Company ("S & W"), which was organized as of October 1, 1968, as a Minnesota partnership to engage in the 
breeding of purebred Black Angus cattle. The Partnership Agreement provided that S & W would be a limited partnership 
and contained liability provisions to that effect. However, no Certificate of Limited Partnership was ever filed. 

2. S & W was designed to provide a tax sheltered investment for its partners. Its cattle breeding business presented a 
significant tax deferral opportunity because, among other things, federal tax law permitted the accelerated depreciation of 
the price paid for the breeding herd over a five-year useful life and also permitted full current yearly deductions for all feed 
and care, interest and other business expenses, while income was not reportable until the animals were actually sold. 

3. By the end of the first partnership year, S & W's losses had accumulated to the point where the cost basis of the 
partnership interests of certain of the limited partners had been virtually extinguished due to such losses. Accordingly, the 
S & W Partnership Agreement was amended to reflect various minor changes, to bring in additional limited partners and 
capital, and to allow some of the limited partners to become general partners, thus enabling them to take loss deductions in 
excess of their original capital contributions. In subsequent years, as losses continued to accumulate, additional 
amendments were proposed to allow other S & W limited partners to become general partners. 

4. In 1974, 5 & W sold its entire then existing herd. This was done chiefly by and through the organizer and general 
partner of S & W: Sheldon Wert. In 1974,, Wert had started a new cattle breeding partnership entitled Brownlee Cattle 
Company ("Brownlee") to engage in the business of breeding purebred Simmental cattle through a "breed-up" program by 
purchasing the then existing S & W herd as its beginning herd and using the semen from a Simmental bull which Wert 
owned. Brownlee made installment sales of limited partnership interests to certain investors and used the initial proceeds to 
purchase the remaining S & W herd. The sale of S & W's entire herd to Brownlee occurred on about August 1, 1974, but the' 
Agreement of Sale was not incorporated in writing until March 7, 1975. This writing was subsequently amended by an 
agreement in May, 1976. Under this sale to Brownlee: 

(a) Brownlee agreed to pay a total purchase price of $2,322,500.00; 

(b) $765,150.00 of the purchase price was paid in cash, $720,000.00 by a note from Brownlee to S & W bearing interest 
at 7½ percent per annum payable in one installment of $500,000.00 plus interest on December 1, 1975, and one installment of 
$220,000.00 plus interest on December 1, 1976; 

(c) The balance of the purchase price, $837,350.00, was paid by Brownlee assuming S & W's preexisting 
indebtedness to Northwestern National Bank of Minneapolis; and 
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(d) Brownlee's liability on the Note to S & W and the bank debt was limited to the business assets of Brownlee and 
no partner of Brownlee assumed any liability on the note or bank debt. 

With this sale Sheldon Wert resigned as managing general partner. 

5. It was anticipated that S & W's wind-up would be brief and orderly and would be limited essentially to the collection of 
its assets, principally the Brownlee note above referenced, the related payment (by Brownlee) of the bank loan above 
referenced, and a final distribution to partners. S & W's wind-up activities indeed were limited to the collection of its 
receivables, which were its only assets, to the payment of its liabilities and to the litigation described below. 

6. In 1975, Brownlee instituted legal proceedings against certain of its limited partners to recover the balance of 
subscriptions for the purchase of limited partnership interests in Brownlee. 

7. At about the same time, the defendants in the Brownlee litigation instituted a separate securities fraud action against 
Brownlee, S & W and certain individuals. 

8. In December, 1978, a jury answered special interrogatories in the second lawsuit; found that S & W was a "controlling 
person" of Brownlee and made certain related findings as a result of which S & W and its general partners became exposed 
to liabilities in excess of $500,000.00. The jury verdict was immediately made the subject of motions and counter motions for 
findings of fact or for a new trial and preparations for an appeal to the Minnesota Supreme Court were initiated. 

9. At this time Brownlee was in disarray. Its herd had declined in value to an amount less than that due the bank; the herd 
was being slowly liquidated to defray the costs of litigation and it appeared doubtful that Brownlee could continue in 
business. 

10. S & W was similarly in disarray since a reversal of the verdict would leave it with a loss limited to the partial 
uncollectibility of its note receivable from Brownlee. Sustaining of the verdict exposed it to the total worthlessness of that 
note, a large unpaid liability to Northwestern National Bank of Minneapolis, large attorney's fees, a heavy damage liability 
and an immediate need to fund a large supersedeas bo1d in order to enable it to perfect an appeal to the Minnesota Supreme 
Court. 

11. At this time S & W was without organization, offices, management or governance. As a first step in organizing to 
meet the emergency precipitated by the jury verdict, proceedings were started in Hennepin County District Court and 
Howard Kahn was appointed wind-up partner. 

12. In order to acquire the funds to meet its new needs, in September, 1979, Howard Kahn, as wind-up partner of S & W, 
commenced an action against all other S & W partners to require them to return to S & W all of the distributions, plus 
interest, which S & W had made both out of the proceeds of a 1973 cattle dispersion sale and its 1974 sale to Brownlee. At 
the same time, Brownlee sold its remaining cattle herd and the proceeds of such sale were applied toward S & W's debt to 
Northwestern National Bank of Minneapolis which had a continuing security interest in the cattle herd. 

13. Thereafter, extensive post-trial settlement negotiations occurred resulting in the vacation of the jury verdict and of.all 
findings of fact, conclusions of law and judgment based thereon and in the dismissal of that litigation and of the related 
appeal, with prejudice, pursuant to the provisions of a Settlement Agreement. 

14. S & W and its codefendants in the litigation entered into a "Supplement to Agreement" on June 5. 1980. which 
established the manner in which each of the defendants would participate in the settlement and pay the amounts required to 
effect the settlement. Under the terms of this agreement, S & W was required to: 

I. Pay the sum of $250,000.00 to the Plaintiffs; 

2. Relieve Brownlee from responsibility for the discharge of the note to Northwestern National Bank of Minneapolis: 
and 

3. Discharge Brownlee from all liability to S & W with respect to the contractual agreement of March 7. 1975. for the 
sale of S & W's cattle herd to Brownlee. 

15. Following settlement of the litigation, a District Court Order and Decree was issued dated December 13. 1982, 
discharging and terminating the wind-up procedures of S & W. 

16. On its 1978 income tax return, S & W deducted as a business bad debt the $720,000.00 note owed to it by Brownlee 
from the 1975 cattle sale. As a result of its income and deductions, S & W reported a loss of $729,680 on its 1978 partnership 
income tax return. The appellants deducted their pro-rata portions of S & W's 1978 loss on either their 1978 Minnesota 
income tax return or on amended returns for the same year. 

17. On its 1979 amended income tax return, S & W deducted professional fees of $98,855.00 incurred as a result of the 
litigation, a management fee of $11,687.00 paid to Howard Kahn as manager of S & W during 1979, and a business bad debt 
of $370,524.00, consisting of $33,972.00 of miscellaneous accounts receivable and $336,552.00 which S & W paid to satisfy 
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the remaining obligation on its cattle to Northwestern National Bank of Minneapolis. As a result of its income and 
deductions, S & W reported a loss of $435,873 on its 1979 partnership income tax return. The appellants deducted their 
pro-rata portions of S & W's 1979 losses and expenses on their 1979 Minnesota income tax returns. 

18. On its 1980 income tax return, 5 & W deducted professional fees of $67,722.00 incurred as a result of its litigation, 
management fees of $9,701.00 paid to Howard Kahn as manager of S & W during 1980, bond insurance of $2,293.00, and 
$289,210.00 paid to certain limited partners of Brownlee (the Plaintiffs in the litigation) in settlement of S & W's obligations 
arising out of the litigation. As a result of its income and deductions S & W reported a loss of $359,471 on its 1980 
partnership income tax return. The appellants deducted their pro-rata portions of S & W's 1980 loss on their 1980 Minnesota 
income tax returns. 

19. Pursuant to an audit conducted by the Minnesota Department of Revenue, the Commissioner disallowed or limited the 
deduction by appellants of all of S & W's losses for the 1978, 1979 and 1980 tax years. The Commissioner's Orders for the 
appellants herein stated that the losses deducted by appellants on their 1978, 1979 and 1980 income tax returns were subject 
to the limitation provided in Minn. Stat. § 290.09, subd. 29; the Farm Loss Modification Statute. This litigation has arisen due 
to appellants' contention that Minn. Stat. § 290.09, subd. 29, is not applicable. 

20. During all relevant years herein, Minn. Stat. § 290.09, subd. 29, limited the allowable deductions for individuals for 
expenses and losses arising from a farm to the sum total of farm income plus $15,000.00 of non-farm income. 

21. S & W's only business from its organization in 1969 until its termination in 1982 was raising breeding cattle. 
22. All of the cases set forth in the caption hereto have been consolidated inasmuch as all of the appellants are partners in 

S & W and the findings of the Court with respect to the issues herein will be equally binding upon all of the appellants. 
Conclusions of Law 

I. S & W was engaged in farming for purposes of Minn. Stat. § 290.09, subd. 29. 
2. The losses incurred by S & W and deducted by appellants during 1978, 1979 and 1980 were incurred in connection with 

"raising . . . livestock . . . and all operations incident thereto" and therefore were losses "arising from a farm" within the 
meaning of Minn. Stat. § 290.09, subd. 29. 

3. The Orders of the Commissioner of Revenue are affirmed. 
LET JUDGMENT BE ENTERED ACCORDINGLY. A STAY OF 15DAYS IS HEREBY ORDERED.
